‘Sum Achun was charged sith having 
wantonly and maliciously mado perjured 
atntomente at the inquest befora Mr Mit- 
chell-Innes on the 8th October on the body 


with intent to injure P. 0. Fouja Singh. 
It waa alloged that he stated the constable 
beat the coolic with a trancheon and pulled 
his head, which caused him to fall duen, 
and that he made this statement knowing 
it to be fnise. ~- 

The prisoner pleaded not guilty. The fol- 
Towing gentlemen wera svorn as Jurymen:— 
Mesers J. M, Scudder, William Scutt, Ro- 
bert Adam, O. W. P. Dickson, H.-J. de 
Oarvalho, Jobu McBhnes, and V. da Cruz 
Rozaric. : - 
“Phe Acting Attorney General said the 
prisoner was accused of perjury, He was 
examined as a witness on the 8th (ct. last, 
before Mr Mitchell-Innes.the coroner, who 
wns then inquiring into thedeath of achair 
coolie at the corner: of Wyndham Street 
and Queon’s Roat. The question was whe- 
ther the coolie’had mot ‘with his death by 
falling down or whether ho bad met his death 
on account of a blow from the trunchoon 
of-a Sikh Constable; named Fouja Singh, 
The prisoner at the bar_ was the other 
coolis carrying the same chair us the decons- 
ed: ‘Whon he was ‘examined tho prisoner 
said, ‘the India Constable seized the de- 
ceased’s queuo and struck tho docensed with 
his traneheon, Ido not know where.

Inquiries wore mado in-various haartors 
as'to the potsibility of apaning up a trade 
with China, in the first place ; and it was. 
ascertained that tha demand for inexpensive 
blankets there was very Inrgo, that’ the 
supplies had been larga, and that the rates 
left but a small margin for profit, At-the 
aame timo the Assuciation was informed 
that. if it atarted a blanket factory, there 
was a very good prospect of success. Some 
atatistics aa tothe woollen trade with China 
were also forwarded, which showed thut 
35,000 paira of blunkets word imported in- 
to Hongkong and 4,369: into Shanghat in 
tho year. Miscellaneous woollen goods 
amounted to some £392,800 in Hongkong, 
aad Shanghai. £292,831, or_a gross total of 
£785,631 por aunum. © Communications 
were slso forwarded from the firm -of 
Jardine, Matheson, and Co., of Hongkong, 
respécting tho prospects of starting factories 
in China. They eay >— 

: ‘Phere is no. reason why such.a manu- 
factory or manufactories should uot be suc- 
cessful, provided your wool can bo worked 
into cloths suitable ‘for Chinese consump- 
tion, and can be dyed to- suit Chinoso tastes. 
A factory without dye works attached would 
be worse than useless, a8 the Chinese nci- 
ther buy nor consume woollen cloths in the 
grey, but, if dyed, you may tale any one 
of the half dozen standard woollen cloths, 
and find amp!o employment for machinery, 
while with suitable wool you can hare 
establishments on 4 very large scale.” 

Tho council add that they ‘ consider, that 
there. is an opening, and a good one, for 
atartifg factories in China in the immediate 
future? : nos : 

With regard to Japan, the council were 
informed’ by the Japanese Conaul in Mel- 
bourne, who had lived in Japan. some 20 
years, that he was very hopeful of the rez 
sults of tha establishment -of' woollon 
factories there.
